A leller from Springfield, Illinois, ia tha 
St Louis Democrat, makes the following 
interesting ststements: 

•Notwithstanding the aoaence of such a 
rge number of laborers fighting the 
battles of their country, a more thaa usual 
amount of agricultural labor haa been per- 
formed this seaeoa ; fbr through tha in- 
genuity aad skill of the human mind, fos- 
tered aod sustained under our system of 
free labor, as opposed to the compulsory 
system of the Southern States, our farmers 
hare been able to overcome the waat of 
bands by the substitution of machinery. 
Take, for example, tha article of hay. Ia 
former timea the man who could mow his 
acre and a half was a person of mark in 
all the country round. Now two her see and 
a boy, with a mower, cut into aighi acrea a 
day, without any more exertioa on the par*, 
of the bay than is needed to drive a pair of 
horses to a wagon orer a good road. Ia old 
umes the hay was spread out hy hand, and 
the boy who oan now run the mowing ma- 
chine aould then hare found work spread- 
ing and turning ihe hay after a good mower ; 
or would have spcut four days to sack six 
more than four times the time now 
required lo mow and spr- al it in the moat 
perfect manner. Now. wih a sulky rake 
say Furst aad Bradley *i a boy ia hia 
elerenlh and one in his twelfth or 
thirteenth year can do ike raking; 
then comes the bunchiag doaa by 
a man : then the eocking if the hay is 
heavy; then the stacking, which ia now 
done by machine poles, lifting almost a 
wagoa load at a time. 

"With all the cry of short help, er ery 
acre of old land ia Illinois is under the 
plow, while thousands of acrea of aaw 
prairie hers beea broken this seaeoa, to 
add lo the area of farm crops. I bars been 
assured by some of the best farmers in the 
Stats thai crops hare never oeea better 
tended, nor the farm woak done up in bet- 
ter season, in the palmiest days of cheap 
and abundant farm labor, than they have 
been this summer.
